| Montreal Visited | by the Destructive 


ire Fiend.

CHICAGO, June 14..-A Montreal special 
says: The most destructive fire that has ever 
occurredin Montreal occurred last night. 
It originated in the bookbinding and station- 
ery establishment of Robert Miller & Son, in 
Clending’s magnificent five-story stone block, 
on Victoria square, in the heart of 
the city. The flames gutted the 
place where the conflagration orig- 
inated, also the extensive dry goods es- 
tablishments of Greensnaields ,Sons & Co.,and 
McIntyre & French, and extended to Ciend- 
ing’s stove and tinware house. The great 
American cabinet house of Henry J. Shaw, 
which is in the east end of the block, is the 
only house intact. 

The losses are as follows: Miller, Son & Co., 
$150,000; Greenshields, Son & Co., $350,000; 
Mcintyre & French, $400,000; William Glend- 
Ing, On stock $20,000, and on _ block 
$000,000. Al! are are covered by two-thirds 
insurance. The block was the finestin the 
city, being built only four years since on the 
site of the old St. Patrick’s Hall, which was 
also consumed by tire and vearly caused a 
holocust, as an immense audience, which was 
attending a concert given by Miss Nilsson, 
was only retiring asthe flames appeared on 
the stage.

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WASHINGTON. 


The Shipherd Investigating Committee. 

WASHINGTON, June 14.—W. H. Trescott, 
late Commissioner cf the United.States to the 
South American Republics of Chili, Peru and 
Bolivia, was examined by the House Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs to-day. He said in 
general terms the object of his mission was to 
attempt to bring the belligerant States of 
Chili, Peru andjBolivia together, and if pos- 
sible make peace. Witness knew nothing 


whatever of the correspondence 
of Shipherd. Never saw him but 
once, and none of his papers 


ever came into his (witness, ) hands. Just be- 
fore witness left this city for South America, 
Biaine showed bim one of Shipherd’s letters 
and his (Biaine’s) reply. It was thejletterin 
which heto!d Shipherd never to +tpesk to 
bim again. With this exception witness 
knew nothing ofjShipherd’s papers or missing 
papers. He had no knowledge that any 
Minister of the Untied States was corruptly 
influenced in connection with the Credit 
ludustrial or any other company. He never 
saw or heard anvthing to indicate that the 
late Minister Hurlbut was in aoy way 
corruptiy influenced. The Cnilian Secretary 
of Foreign Affairs told witness the Chilian 
Government had no charge whatever to make 
against Hurlbut. 

Mr. Williams stated tothe committee that 
he had been notified that the Secretary of 
State would to-day send Congress a 
large mass of original correspondence 
bearing upon Trescott’s mission, and uoless 
some member of the committee desired to 
ask further questions he thought it better to 
adjournafew days to give them an oppor- 
tunity to examine this correspondence. 

Mr. Belmont desired to put a few questions 
and inquired: **DoI understand you, wr. 
Trescott,to say that the plan of the Credit In- 
dustrial was the only one that could have bee” 
practical?’?’ Answer—It was the only one I 
heard of that seemed to have a sufficient 
financial statue to warrant the expec'ation it 
might furrish the means to pay the war in- 
demni'y.”? 

Trescott was asked if he had communi- 
cated with any one since his re- 
turn from South America in_ regard 
to the Credit Industmal, and replied that he 
bad written to Robert Randall in response to 
a letter from that gentleman, in which he 
called his (witness’) attention to cer- 
tain portions of Biaine’s testimony, and asked 
him for a statement of his (witness’) 
recollection upon the matters invoived. 
Trescott added: ‘I do not wish to be drawn 
into any controversy as to the accuracy of the 
memory of either Blaine or Randall. Iknow 
nothing of what passed between Blaine and 
Randall. I know Randall as agent 
or representative of the Credit 
Industrial. As I understood it, Randal! 
was underthe impression certain relations 
bad been established between the Credit [n- 
dustrial and the State Department and he 
thought Blaine had taken up the Landreau 
claim and had forced it upon tho govern- 
ments of Chiiiand Peru to the detriment of 
the success of his company. AS a point of 
fact, however,the question had never reached 
the point of practical consideration. 
and I so told Randall.”? Witness did not re- 
member whether he drafted the instructions 
of the State Departmentto Hurlbut of June 
15. He was perfectly wiiling to answer anv 
and all questions not conflicting with his ob- 
ligationg to the President and Secretary of 
State, but all official dispatches signed 
by the Secretary of State were. Wit- 
ness) doubted the propriety of his 
being questioned in regardto their author- 
ity. 

Belmont stated he deemed it pertinent to 
the inquiry to show that the Credit [ndus- 
trial wasthe company which was meant in 
the instructions of the State Department to 
Hurlbut, but June 15, although it was not 
mentioned by name. The witness yesterday 
made light of it, and made a point that the 
Credit Industrial was not mentioned 
at all. He desired witness to state 
whether he (witness) had any other 
Company in mind. Trescott replied that his 
opinion on the subject was formed after he 
reached Peru: that from what he heard 
there he was satisfied the Credit Industrial 
was the only agency that might possibiy ac- 
complish the payment of the indemnity, and 
it was the only agency he ever heard of while 
there. 

Mr. Belmont asked several other 
questions in regard to witness’ acquaintance 
with Elmore, Suarez and others, and in ex- 
planation stated his object was to show what 
Kind of government that of Calderon was, 
when E!more, the representative of it, 
was also representative of the Credit 
Industrial, and also thatit was so well und: r- 
stood that the Credit Industrial was the only 
company offering a practicable plan that it 
was not thought necessary inthe dispatches 
to mention it by name. The inquiry was not 
pursued further. Trescott was excused with 


the understanding that he would be recailed’ 


in a few days.

WHOLESALE DROWNING. 


Terrible Catastrophe Caused by Swollen 
Creek in Indianapolis. 
Special to the Post- Disvatcn. 

INDIANAPOLIS, June 14.—A terrible calame- 
ity happened here to-day. Pogue’s Run, run- 
ning through the city, swollen by the rains, 
overflowed its banks and inundated parts of 
the city for two squares. Several of the 
street bridges crossing it were overflowed and 
weakened. Before noon three women broke 
through a bridge. One was drowned and two 


rescued neatly dead. Another bridge near 
the Union Railway Depot broke down while 
the crowd on it was watching the waters, 
and many people were precipitated into the 
creek, nine of whom were drowned. There 
is intense excitement. 
THE DETAILS. 

INDIANAPOLIS, June 14 —We were visited 
by the severest thunder-storm of the season 
last night. Rain fell all night, and at times 
in sheets, two inches of wate failing. This 
morniog a7 o’clock Pogue’s Run commenced 
running rapidiv, and in two hours had flood- 
ed that portion of the city east of the Union 
Depot, along the Union Ratiway 
tracks, northeast up Pennsylva- 
nia, Delaware -and Alabama streets, 
asfarnorth as Maryland, and northeast to 
Washington street. The cellars of the whole- 
sale houses on Soutb Meridian street, south 
of Georgia, are rapidly fillingup. Whilea 
party of fifteeo or twenty were standing on a 
platform over Pogue’s Run, connected to the 
old warehouse belonging to the Union Rail- 
way Company, it gave Way, precipitating 
the €6©entire crowd into the water. 
Some of them were rescued; others passed 
through the culvert under the depot and were 
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how many were om the piatform, nor who 
they were. Consequently it is impossibie at 
this time to determine how many were lost. 


CRITT’S LITTLE SCHEME. 


What the Governor is Working at 
Under the Rose. 

“Do you know for what purpose Gor. 
Crittenden isin the ctty?’’ asked a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter this morning. 

‘“No,’’ responded the reporter. “Why is he 
here?” 

‘*‘The public presumes that the Governor 
has made the present special visit to 
attend the taking of the Han- 
nibal and St. Joseph Railroad 
depositions. That is merely a secondary con- 
sideration. The finest sort of work is being 
slowlv developed.in connection with the 
Governor’s own interests.’’ 

“Of what nature ?’? 

**In the first place he is thorougbly tired of 
bis Beard of Potice Commissioners, from 
whom he has been unab’e to obtain anv as- 
sistance whatever. They are business 
men and know nothing about i pol- 
ities. Nearly all former boards were 
able to render some help to their 


Governor, and have been considered a great 
political power, but such men as Simmons, 
Cupp'es and Mason don’t understand the 
rudiments of a ward meeting.” 

‘*What does the Governor iatend to do?” 

‘*He is looking for some method to create 
one or two vacancies, in order to appoint cer- 
tain men who are supposed to coatrol Jarge 
political factions.” ¢ 

‘“‘Whoare the men?’ 

“One of them is Wm. J. Lemp, 
the brewer, who is a staunch 
friend of Gov. Crittenden, and a really valu- 
able man. The other man is not so generaliy 
known, and for the present is a dark horse.’’ 

‘‘But why does the Governor desire to 
cbange now ?”? 

‘* Because he must have a solid delegation 
from St. Louis to the State Convention, which 
meeté on the 26tb of next month. in order to 
secure an indorsement of his admipnistra- 
tion. The Governor is very sore over the 
numerous attacks made against his policy, 
and he is appealing to the Democratic party 
of the State to come to bis rescue. He feels 
thatsuch an indorsement is necessarv, and 
more depends uponit now than ever before 
in the history of the Executive 
Office. A'l State Conventions have formally 
expressed their satisfaction with the ruling 
authority, and an omission todoso next 
month would fall with crushing force upon a 
man who thinks he has had a sufficient 
amount of drubbing.’’ 

“Do you know anything about the Gov- 
ernor’s plans?” 

‘Yes. His friends are quietly congregating 
here to ‘set up the pegs.’ The Gov- 
ernor’s privaté secretary spent an entire 
week _—ihere, consulting with prom- 
inent politicians and going. over 
the grourd. He was followed by Gen. Me- 
Intyre, who put in a few licks for an indorse- 
ment of the entire administration, in order to 
cover his own connection with the Hannibal 
and St. Josepb railroad matter. Now comes 
the Governor himself, who nas scarcely been 
visible at the Southern Hotei and has occu- 
pied nearly all his time in private con- 
sijtations. Icould give you a list of his 
friends who are working the subject 
here in his interest. The scheme will uiti- 
mately fail, because I think the machine is 
runniog in the other direction,’’ 

The speaker expressed himself as having 
personal knowledge of the above statements, 
which were quietlyrumored yesterday, and 
the politicians are rather excited over the 
matter.

THE JAMIESON DIVORCE. 


Shocking Revelations of Domes- 
tic Infelicity. 


_ — 


Courting While Married—A Pathetic 
Letter—Depositions Filed in 
Court. 


It will be remembered that Judge Horner 
recently set aside the decree of divorce ob- 
tained by Chas. R. Jamieson from Katie Ja- 
mieson and re-opened the Case. This 
was at the petition of Mrs. 
Jamieson, who alieged that her 
husband had deeply wronged her, that he 
was not entitled to the decree and that she 
had not the opportunity for want of notice to 
present her side of the story properly before 
the court. Some depositions taken in 
the case were handed to the court to-day. 
which reveal much of the causes of the 
trouble in the Jamieson family. The testi- 
mony of Mrs, Jamieson reads as foliows:ti 
reside in St. Louis and have done so for thir- 
teen months. I came here from Buffalo, N. 
Y. I was married to Mr. Jamie- 
son there. The Chief of Police 
of Buffalo received atelegram from Mr. B. 
D. Kileullen, of St. Louis, which was the 
cause of my coming here. I have not the 
telegram now, but I came hereto prevent a 
marriage which I understood was about to 
take place. My presence was necessary to 
prevent that marriage. 

THE MARRIAGE I SPEAK OF 
wasthatof Mr. Jamieson and Miss Maggie 
Kilcuilen. I have seen these parties to- 
gether after I came to St. Louis. I saw them 
at Hurst’s Hoie', They came into the par- 
lor together, She, Miss Kticuilen, demanded 
an explanation of Mr. Jamieson. I was 
alistener. “Now, Charlie!” she said. ‘I 
want to know what this means.” He bung 
his head and said: ‘*You had better bear 
her stury fi:st.’’? said: “If you are referring 
to me I have no stories to tell.”” Mr. Jamieson 
undertook to explain himself in a manner. 
I do not know what the man meant. Miss 
Kiicullen was very much dissatisfied, and she 
said, ‘Well, Charlie, I don’t see very much

piied fora divorce. I was married in 1874 


and have two children. To the best of my 
ability l thought Il wastreating Mr. Jamieson 
with kindness. I worked for the store where 
he was. I did housework for the family 
where be was boarding. He deserted me four 
months after we were first married. He re- 
ceived his month’s salary, came home and 
ate his supper in silence. He secreily de- 
serted me that night and left me 
without five cents inthe house. I wasina 
delicate condition at the time. He wrote me 
at the end of two weeks and asked me to for 
give him and write to him by Friday; other- 
wise he would consider that. J 
did not want anything to do 
with him and he would go to 
South America and forget everything in the 
excitement of a new lifes 
I FORGAVE HIM 

and he telegraphed f.r money to come home, 
which [sent bim. Mv people suppurted him 
from October till Mav, 1875. After I had 
two children he took me to reside in 
atenement house at$5 per month rent. 
There was an improper woman in the house. 
I was in Batavia a week, and curing that 
time mv husband presented this woman with 
agreen veil. When I returned she shook 
this vell in my ce and said: 

‘‘You have not got your husband all t» 
yourself.’’ He tried to ruin my reputation in 
Buffalo by saying that I was a drunkard and 
falsetomy vows. He seemed totry todo 
this 80 that I could not get 
work. I am _ée asbamed to £0 
before the public and ask for 
it because of what he has ssid. Mv husband 
never bought me a dress in his life. But for 
my children, I suppose he would have choked 
meto death. All this brougbt on an attack of 
hysteria. He had me arrested while in this 
way. 
TWO POLICEMEN CAME TO MY MOTHER’S 

HOUSE. 

I only had my stockings on and they took me 
half dressed to the ststion. I wasthenina 
delicate condition, and was kept there al! 
night. The Justice said that my husband 
thought that I was not in my ‘ight mind, 
and that I had better go 
to the Good Shepherd Asylum 
or the Work-house. I told bim that | would 
go to the Sisters’, I went to my mother’s 
house for certain delicate reasons and my 
husband came one day, took the two chil- 
dren out for « walk and placed them in the 
Orphan Asylum. I went to my husband's 
s ore andasked about the children. He told 
me it was none of my business. He furnished 
himself with a boarding-house and left me on 
my mother’s hands without a nickel. I sued 
him in Buffalo for support. He did notap- 
pear, and I never heard of him again till he 
turoed up in St. Louis. Icameon bere and 
offered to live with him. He refused. He 
asked me to give him some reason for pro- 
curing a divorce,and he said to me time 
and again that marriage was no bing. 
It was simply a license to sleep with a com- 
panion. I don’t profess to be a drinking wo- 
mav. 
I DRINK A GLASS OF BEER NOW AND THEN. 
I never was intoxicated in my life. I was 
walking along the street near the Union 
Market, hoiding my 'ittle girl by the hand. 
Mr. Jamieson came along and undertook to 
take the child away. I stepped before her, 
and he struck me aud knocked me down. A 
red-headed man stepped up and srtuck 
Jamieson. They had ascuffle and a crowd 
collected. A policeman said to me: 

“You had better come along.” 
Ig went along for protection, but was not 
arrested. I never was abouttown at night. 
I went to Schnaider’s Garden in the summer 
time. The best ladies in St. Louis go there 
os drink beer. I never was drunk. in my

Persons skilled in horseracing have 
heen aware for years past that there is no 
jockey living, Fordham and Archer included, 
whocan give weight to Tom Cannon, but 
the public have waited until he scored s 
couple of easy Victories to recognize his 
meri. Both the great: Epsom prizes go this 
year tothe House of Peers, and to peers who 
greextremely popular. The Duke of West- 
minster, Who owns Shotover, is shortiv to be 
married to the sister of Mr. Cavendish, who 
married the Duke’s daughter some four and 
ghalf years ago. Bythe Duke’s new mar- 
riage he willthus be the brother-in-law to 
bis own daughter and son-in-law and uncle 
to bis little grandson.

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A COMMUNICATION in another column calls 
attention to the recurrence of an old-time 
summer nuisance—the smoker on the rear 
platform of the streetcar.

AN ENGLISH FOLLY. 

The more we uncivilized and barbarous 
Americans hear and see of the Old World and 
the undisposed remnants of the feudal system 
which still survive, the more must we feel 
that we will never be thoroughly bappy until 
we too bave an aristocracy to rule over us. 
London is the commercial capital of the 
world, and yet London submits to inconven- 
iences and dangers which would cause a riot 
in St. Louis in twenty-four hours. 
One of these tributes which Cockaigne 
pays for the blessing of an hereditary nobili- 
ty isthe ‘‘No thoroughfare” nuisance. The 
noble Duke of BEDFORD is a great janded pro- 
prietor within the city of London. Nearly 
all the houses about Bloomsbury, Gray’s Inn 
road, Charlotte street, Southampton road and 
Gower street are his. Beirg his, he and his 
forbears for time outof mind have asserted 
their proud privilege of doing what they 
liked with their own, and the most cherished 
privilege which they enjoy is blocking 
up the broad streets which run through 
the property and not permitting the 
people to travel thereon except under ridicu- 
lous conditions. For instance, there are five 
gates between Gower street and Woburn 
Place. The gate in Gower street.is kept pad- 
locked night and day. It is only opened 
when aregiment of soldiers or volunteres 
wish to pass—against all other travelers it is 
inexorably shut. One day in the year the 
gate is thrown open and Gower street may be 
used by all comers. The Woburn Place gate 
is kept closed against cabs, but carriages are 
permitted to go throuch. The gatein Ends- 
leigh street bears this placard: 

‘*By permission of the Duke of Bedford, and 
Guring His Grace’s pleasure, gentlemen’s car. 
Triages.of every description, hackney coaches, 
cabriolets and persons on horseback may 
pass this gate from7 o’clock in the morning 
till 11 o’clock at night. Empty hackney 
coaches, @mpty cabs and carts, drays, wag- 
ons, trucks, cattle and horses at exercise will 
not be permitted to pass.’’ 

Similar notices adorn other gatesin His 
Grace’s domain. Fire engines have special 
privileges, but as the gates are always locked 
and the gate-keepers usually absent, the fire- 
men never attempt to get through the mazes 
of Bloomsbury, but go miles around to reach 
points which, but for the ridiculous 
seigneural rights of the Duke of BEpD- 
FORD, they could reach in one-third 
the time. What would the citi- 
citizens of St. Louis say if some large real 
estate owner were to put gates across Fourth 
and Fifth streets, and only permit “ gentle- 
men’s” carriages to pass within certain desig- 
nated hours? The gates would last until the 
people found out that they were in existence, 
not longer. Tothe docile English mind there is 
nothing absurdin the preposterous “ rights’, 
of the Duke of Bedford. He might burn down 
all his houses ‘and they would hardly 
object. Heis part ofthe crown and the di- 
vine right and the fiction of the peers, and 
conservatism rallies around the gates in 
Bloomsbury as 80 many arks of the Conatitu- 
tion. The world has not yet determined how 
much property a man may havein land, but 
itis against common sense that any land- 
owner should have such rights as the Duke 
of BEDFORD arrogates to himself. Itis for- 
tunate for the common people the world 
over that air and water could not 
be seized and controlled by the bloodthirsty 
bandits and robbers of the middle ages, or 
they too would be part of the real estate 
which goes to gild the coronets of the heredi- 
tary aristocracy. Some time the people will 
arise and stamp out this foolishness. CROM- 
WELL is revered by liberal Englishmen the 
world over as the friend of humanity and the 
prophet of the revolutionary era, but CROoM- 
WELL did a positive harm to England 
by living two centuries before his time. 
Had the English Revolution oceurred in the 
nineteenth instead of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, British feudalism would have been 
wrecked as utterly as Was the French.

The Closing Exercises at the Man- 
ual Training School.

Prof. Woodward’s Report—Girl Gradu- 
ates at St. Mary Institate— 
The Programmes. 


Tne closing exercises of the Manual Train- 
ing School connected with Washington Uni- 
versity took place this morning at the schoo! 
building, corner of Nineteenth street and 
Washington avenue. A large audience, com- 
posed of the parents and relatives of the 
students and of prominent citizens interest d 
in the work of the school, was in attendance. 
The exercises were very simple and practi- 
cal, and were intended to show just what the 
school was doing and whatit could do, The 
director, Prof. Woodward, believes in no 
display outside of actual work, and never 


attemptsit. The pupils assembled in the 
large class-room on the third floor, where 
the Visitors were also seated. 

No aitempt at display was made in the 
room or its surroundings. Oo a biackboard 
below the director’s desk were in-cribed the 
following iines, the motto of the Manual 
Training School, written by Chancelior Eliota 
year ago: . 

Hail to the cunning, cultured hand, 
Hail to the cuitured mind, 

Contending for the world’s command; 
Here let the m be combined. 

Prof. Woodward vegan the exercises by 
reading his report of the year’s work. He 
said that this year’s enroliment showed 107 
pupils; 61 in the first year and 46 in the sec- 
ond year. He regretted that there was no 
graduating class this year, but, if everything 
went on rightly, a class of thirty or 
forty pupils would be graduated 
from the institution ia one year’s time. 
Of the 107 pupils, 72 came from the city, 10 
from the Siate, 12 from Illinois, 2 from 
Texas, 2 from Mexico, 1 from Arkansas, 1 
from Tennessee, 1 from Pennsyivania aod 
lfrom Vermont. At yesterday’s examina- 
tion 34 pupils out of 44 who had presented 
themselves for examination were admitted 
io 6h sthe”—s schoo!. This large num- 
ber satisfied Prof. Woodwara that 
in September the class would be filled to the 
limit. Hedid not expect to fill the greatly 
enlarged building nexi vear, but he wa® well 
satisfied that the attendance showedihata 
Manual Training School was a public want 
and that the institution was supplying the de- 
mand. People who had not visited the schvuo: 
before and who knew noihing 
about its working might sUPpose 
that nothing was taught but shop work and 
the use of tools. Thisis not so. Twice as 


much time is yiven to books, 
to arithmeiic, aigebra, physical geogra- 
pby, natural philosoppy, history, com- 


position, etc. The second year class in like 
manner gjve two-thirds of their time to 
algebra, geometry, mecbanics, literature, etc. 
Che three classes have ail progressed well. 
Those parents who are not satisfied with the 
rapidity of promotion must remember that 
**more haste”’ goes with “less speed.” After 
referring to the exhibits of drawing which 
were displayed on the walls of the room, 
Prof. Weodward said :hat each boy was al- 
lowed on an average 1% hours’ shop 
work daily for five dava in a we ek. 
This makes a full day’s work per week. Be- 
fore judgment was pus-ed onthe exhipits of 
wok, it should be remembered that fir 
instauce the total time spent in the biaci- 
smith sbop so far has been twenty full days, 
und thatine first )ear’s c'ass have spent in the 


cirpenter and turoi.g shop to- 
gether less than forty full davs. 
Prof. Wooodwaid thought that 


the exhibite would show ihat the boys, 
with all their attention to books, learn more 
of the use of tools aud the methods of work 
in a school year than an ordinary apprentice 
who worksin a shop a full year’s time. The 
director next paid a high compliment to 
Messrs. White and Raeder, in charge of the 
carpentering class. He furtheréaid that in 
conjunction with{ their work the boys are 
taught a practical knowledge of drawing 
aud =sits application to their work. 
In blacksmithing the exhibits of the twenty- 
day men would show for themselves. With 
each piece of work was a duplicate in ham- 
mered lead, which the pupil was required to 
wake before he was given iron to handle. In 
the difficult task of managing the 
tires in the forges the audience could see 
for themselves waat skill bad been attained. 
Prof. W odward said that if be was asked if 
his expectations had been realized he would 
answer ‘‘Yes, and even more.’? The prog- 
ressin handicraft shows for itself. The de- 
sireto wo k and the energy of the pupils 
bas been augmented. Pa ents testify to an 
increas: d fondness for echool. No students 
were ever more cheerful, more obedient or 
more interesied. 

A very high compliment was next paid the 
corps of devuoted teachers, to whom much of 
the success of the work was due. Professor 
W ovdward concluded by saying that with the 
new addition just being put up on the west of 
the school accommodation wiil be afforded 
fer 240 pupils, The room in which the audi- 
ence and pupils wee now ass mbiled, 
would be used for a ciass-rvom for the jast 
time. It would be converted into a second 
carpenter and turning shop. The whole 
building on the corner would be used for 
workshop purposes. The additions wouid 
cout ailogethber $30,000, The donations to the 
school had beeu large and mapy. Next year 
several medals would be established for de- 
serving scholars in ai] branches. 

At tne close of Prof. W uodward’s address 
the boys went down stairs and the visitors 
adjourned to the room across the hall, where 
specimens of handicraft in all branches were 
exbibited. The work in biacksmithing com- 
prised almost every:bing tbat could be 
thought of, and was pronounced exceeding :y 
well done by experis preseat. The woud- 
work was also highly complimented. 
lnavery few moments the roar of the fur- 
naces aud the ratiie of the machinery could 
be beard on the two lower floors. The visi- 
tors hurried down. On the second floor are 
situated the carpenter and turning shops, 
lathes, etc. Here fifty boys, in aprons and 
working clothes, were bead over ears iu work, 
their sleeves rojied up and the drawings 
from which they were working before them. 
The pupils had been instructed not to work 
im time to-day, but wo expisin just what they 
were doing to the visitors, and to answer ail 
questions. They were soon surrounded by 
interested spectators, who crowded the rooms 
until there was little space to workin, Oa 
the first floor isthe blacksmith shop, with 
12 forges, aud the other iron-working shops. 
rhese were also filied with spectators, who 
watched the students as they bammered 
away in their leather aprons. After working 
an hourand 4 haifthe boys were called up 
stairs again and dismissed for their vacation 


in a few pleasant words by Profes- 
sor Woodward. The school hee Sean 
most highly successful this year.

The Striking St. Louis Iron-Workers 
Refuse to Obey Jarrett’s Orders. 


The strike in St. Louis has developed into 
amutiny. President Jarrett, who arrived 
in St. Louis Monday night, spent yesterday 
morning in consultation with the men em- 
ployed in the mill of the St. Louis Iron and 
Boit Company at East St. Louis, and in the 
afternoon presided over’ a general meeting of 
the resident members of the Amal- 
gamated Association in the hall on 


the corner of Park avenue and St. Ange ave- 
nue, The meeting is said to’ have beer a 
stormy one. President Jarrett gave the men 
bositive instructions to resume work nder 
the Cincinnati schedule. These orders the 
men are constrained to obey under the rules 
ofthe association, Should they refuse the 
question would come up for decision at the 
General Convention to be heid in August 
at Chicago. Should the decision 
of fPersident Jarrett be eustained by 
the convention the 8t. Louis strikers 
would receive such severe penalties as being 
read out of ‘he association and having their 
names stricken from the relief jist imply. 
So far they evince au apparently strong de- 
termination to resist the orders of Jarrett. 
In order to learn the exact state of the situa- 
tion a Post- DISPATCH reporter this morning 
interviewed Mr. Jarrett. | 

**T have decided,” said Mr. Jarrett, “that 
this is an illegal strike, and I have instruct- 
ed the men to resume work.”’ 

““Whatif they refuse to obey your in- 
siruc id:.s?? +; 

‘Then the question will have to be decided 
at the conventi n which meets in Chicago on 
the first Tuesday in August. It is only a 
quesiion of a few weeks, and the men 
can goto work now and still bring the ques- 
tion up in the convention. [I understand my 
authority as president gives me the right to 
issue the Orders which | have given tothe 
men in St. Louis, and jf they refuse to’obey 
meé I shall appeal to the convention. If Iam 
disobeyed here it will be the first time in my 
‘xperience. Ihave been president of the 
Amalgamated Association tnree years now, 
and I bave never been disobeyed or over- 
ruled.” 

“Shall you be a candidate for re-election?’ 

“No, *ir,’? said Mr. Jarrett very emphati- 
crily. ‘Ll pave enough of it.”? 

Mr. Jarrett spent the morning at the office 
of the St. Louis Iroc and Bolt Company, No. 
U3 N. Third street. He was waited on bya 
committee from the Niedringbaus mili ip 
North St. Louis and by a number of the men 
esuployed by the St. Louis [ron and Bolt 
Company. The meeting began at nine o’ clock 
and did not come to any conclusion before 
half-past one. The reporter met 
a Mr. Themas, one of the puddlers 
of the company, andinterrogated him as to 
the resuit of the conference. Mr. Thomas 
was al first extremely reluctant to say avy- 
thing, but finaliy admitted that the Ev«wt St. 
Louis mil! would resume work, but oat the 
other milis, with the p ssible exeption of 
Helmbacher’s, which is, hike the East St. 
Si. Louis mill, a ‘**specialty” mill, would re 
main closed. President Jurrett has cailed 
aboiher meeting of the strikers for 3 
o'clock to-day in the hali on Park 
avenue and St. Ange avenue, and the action 
then taken will be couclusive, so far as 8.

IDENTIFYING THE DEAD. 


—_— 


The Difficulties of Recognizing 
Unknown Bodies at the 
Morgue. 
ease PEA, <a 
How That Difficulty Helped Mr. and 
Mrs. Meyer Out of Two Other 
Troubles, 


The business of the Coroner and Morgue 
Superintendent has been almost doubled by 
the late sudden change to summer heat. The 
warm temperature is now bringing to the 
surface the bodies of persons drowned dur- 
ing and befure the winter in the Northern 
Mississippi. These are taken to the Morgue 
for identification. As soon as a body 1s 
brought to the Morgue it is stripped 
of every garment and closely 
examined to discover any marks of violence, 
bruises or indications of foul play and also to 
look for India ink or peculiar birth marks or 
physical deformities by which friends or rela- 
tions will recognize the body.** There are very 
few bodies,’’ said Superintendent Heitmeyer, 
at the Morgue, ‘*which have not some 

ARTIFICIAL OR NATURAL MARK 

which you would think would distinguish 
between the dead man and the rest of the 
world, until it is on exhibition for an hour, 
when frequently half a dozen parties wiil 
identify it as six different persons and each 
by this same mark, which at first would be 
supposed to be the only one of its kind. The 
most unusual mark in the most unusual part 
cf the body is not by any means sure to se- 
cure recognition.’’ 

“How are unknown bodiefbest identified?” 

‘‘Bytheir clethes, These, of course, do 
not suffer from decomposition while in the 
water and on floaters, and then in cases of 
‘found dead’ itis by farthe best way to use 
the clothes for description and identifi- 
cation. If wehavea one-eyed man, with 
straight hair, chin whiskers and 
a wooden leg, the advertisement will bring 
three or four persons who are looking for u 
one-eyed man with chin whiskers and a 
wooden leg and straight hair.” 

These difficulties in identifying bodies pre- 
sented] the necessity of some better system 
several years ago, and a pho:ographing outfit 
and maierials were accordingly purchased. 
These are located in the disecting room,which 


has been specially painted and fin- 
ished for this purpose. The corpse 
is braced up against the wall and 


/heid in position by the Deputy Morgue- 


keeper while Coroner Fraok aud Superin- 
tendent Heitmeyer, who have become expert 
artists, photograpn the features, andijalso 
wounds if any appear. Copies of these pho- 
tographs, which are wonderfully true con- 
sidering the camera, artists and the fact that 
the subiect fails to jinject any feeling into the 
picture, will serve sli purposes for identifica- 
tion. It was by means of these photo- 
graphs thatthe man mysteriously murdered 
in an alley between Seveath and Eighth and 
Pine and Olive by Thomas Stull, the crazy 
farmer,a little over a year ago, was identified 
several days after the body bad been interred 
aisong the unknown deadin Potter’s Field 
near the Poor-hbonse. This body had posi- 
tively been identified by five different per- 
sons, each of Whom cisaimed it was a friena, 
acquaintance or person they bad met under 
circumstances Which they narratedin proof 
of the correctness «f their recognition. The 
identification. was finally made by a brother 
of thé teceased name! Jos. Hanske. 
A CURIOUS CASE 

of mistaken identity of the dead occurred a 
few weeks ago. A \Mrs.Meyer was arrested and 
jaied on a chare of stealing some railroad 
iron. A warrant was also issued for her hus- 
band, who evaded the officers. He wasa 
one-eyed man, With areddish grav fuil beard 
and a freck!ed hand. While dirs. Meyer was 


in jsil aman jumped into the river at 
the foot of Sound street. The 
body was fisped cut a short time 
after and taken to the Morgue, where 


it was positive!y identified as Meyer, thefrag- 
picker for whose arrest the Sheriff held a 
Warrant. On the day the body was brought 
to the Morgue Mrs. Mever’s case was cailed 
before Judge Cady,and on the supposed facts 
concerning a dead busband as represented 
by the cfficer the case was dismissed and the 
warran! agsinat Meyerabated. In company 


with Coroner Frank she repaired to 
the Morgue. Wheo her gaze fell on the 
cyclopian corpse, Which occupied = one 


of the siabs, She rushed toward it with ont- 
etretched bands, while tears balanced them- 
selves ou her eyelids. Before grasping the 
clammy form, however, she suddenly turned 
to ine Coroner and soil iu a sharp, apgry 
tone, **That’s pot Meyer,” whichishe shortly 
proved. S.1e Was rearrested by the Coroner, 
but final disposition had been msde of the 
case against her when it wae thoucal she was 
going to attenu her buzband’s funeral.

The Kiss of Forgiveness to a Divorced 
Husband—The Sequel. 


Judge Horner is rapidly disposing of the 
ofthe business in Division No.2 of the Cir- 
cuit Court with the view of adjourning for 
forthe summer to-morrow. He leaves for 
Wisconsin to morrow evening. This morning 


the court’s attention was given to the hear- 
ing of two divorce cases left over from the 
default docket of Monday, owing to absence 
of attorneys. Mrs. Louisa F. Muetze was the 
first to take the stand,and relate her sad matri- 
monial experience. She was married to Car! 
F. Muetze in Germany, January 9, 1856. For 
twenty-four years they lived togetner in the 
old country... Mrs. Muetze alleged that 
during all of that time she faithfully 
demeaned herself as a wife and mother, 
put that her husband was anything 
but faithful, loving and kind in his treatment 
of her. She alleged that he whipped her and 
expoeed herto cruel abuse, rendering her 
condition intolerable. Mrs. Muetze appeaied 
to the courts at Bremen and adecree of di- 
vorce was granted her. In March, 1880, she 
crossed the Atlantic and made her home in 
the United States. Her husband, whose 
heart warmed toward her, despite the legal 
separation in Germany, yearned for a recon- 


ciliation and _ reunion. He foilowed 
her to this country, and placing 
himself at his wife’s knees, 


begged tobe forgiven, promising to behave 
better in the future. Mrs. Muetze was touch- 
ed at this, and,twomaniike, weakened. She 
consented to live with her busbdand again. 
They got aiong together from May to August 


1881, but the old treatment an 
abuse soon appeared upon the 
surface of their domestic life again. Mrs. 


Muetze alleged tnat her husbaud cruelly 
slandered her andj accused her wrongfully, 
teased and annoyed’her, cut ber bonnet and 
dresses, and made himself generally very 
obnoxious in the family. After liv- 
ing for some time on the earnings 
of his children and stepchildren, Mrs. Muetze 
alleged that one day he sold all the moveable 
articles within his reach and took flight to 
Chicago. The eldest boy, Carl, a lad 
of 17, joined bis father in Chicago, 
but Frieda, the girl, fourteen years 
of age, remained with her mother. 

The oiher unbappy woman seeking divorce 
was Mrs. Catherine Schmidt. She was mar- 
ried to William Schmidt at Washington, Mo., 
Oc'ober 11,1878. They lived together until 
September 5, 1880. Mrs. Schmidt alleged 
thatshe always treated her husband with 
kindness and affection, and did evervthing in 
her powerto make him happy. For some 
cause, however, which she knew nothing of, 
he absented himself from hearth and home in 
September, 1880, and has never returned. 
Mrs. Schmidt asked for restoration of the 
name of her fo:mer husband, Knoedel.
